cycling With Enthusiasm.

The bicycle craze has been a little 


slow ia getting to Cuba with its full 
strength, but Jt is here now, and wheel 
cranks are developing with amazing 
rapidity, writes tie Havana corre- 
spondent of the Ketv York Sun, Bvea 
before the war bicycles -vrere to be 
seen here generally of German or Eng- 
lish make, but the riders were com- 
paratively 
few. Last summer the 


number began to Increase perceptibly, 
and this winter there is no counting 
them. 'With tb« coming of the cooler 
weather, about comparable to our late 
May and early June, bicycle stores pop- 
ped up al! over the city. 


You can scarcely go on any street 


that you do not find a bicycle store 
urging tlie merits of some wheel, and 
now they are practically all American 
wheels that are finding a market. 


Havana is not a good wheel city be- 


cause of Its bad pavements. In tho 
heart of the town there is no place ex- 
cept the Prado, from Central park to 
the Punta, abont ten New York city 
blocks, where the riding is decent. 
Here there is a macadam, or alleged 
macadam, pavement. The stone used 
for a surface covering is, however, tha 
prevailing soft limestone found here- 
about, which has degenerated into 
rand or dust, according to tlie wearier, 
but still it is better than the- block 
paved streets, which are rough and so 
narrow and crowded as to make wheel- 
ing unpleasant and even dangerous. 
The Prado, on the other hand, is very 
•wide, there being a 60 foot road on ei- 
tlicr side of the raised paseo, or pronae-

Still Another Clement In tlie United 


State*' Comuopolirim Population. 
Croatia !s officially described in the 


Botnowhat complicated geographical 
subdivisions ot Austria as <-a province 
of the empire forming, with Slavonia* 
a ilngdom tinjteu with Hungary," Un- 
til last year the tide of foreign Immi- 
gration into the United States, which 
has included people of almost everj 
race and nationality, did not bring any- 
material number of Croats, and in the 
census figures of 1890 It was not 
thought necessary to make any sepa- 
rate subdivision for Croats, though Por- 
tuguese residents of toe United States, 
Greeks, East Indiana, TurSs, Pacific- 
islanders.

An interesting statement of the war 


situation from the Boer point of view 
recently reached the New York Sun's 
London office from a government offi- 
cial in Pretoria. The document, which 
is about 10.000 words in length, bears 
the following indorsement:

Much of the document is repetition 


of well known facts, but a brief re- 
view of the Boer version of the princi- 
pal battles of the -war, the Boer out- 
look regarding the future oC the strag- 
gle, the-r apprehension that England 
may accomplish by famine "what she 
could not do with the sword— these and 
other features make the following ex- 
tracts from this semiofficial statement 
of remarkable interest: 


PRETORIA, Dec. 10, 1S90.— Tlie battle 


of Giencoe was fought on Oct. 20 and 
lasted about 12 hoars— from 4 a, in. to 
4 p. m. 
According to English dis- 


patches, the Boers mustered 0.000 men. 
I ha.ve the very best authority for stat- 
ing that the total number of-. General 
Meyer's commando was 2.900 men, 
nearly half of whom, constituting a re- 
serve force, were not in action.. Of the 
four cannon of the Boers ociy three 
were used. Instead of 4.000 Boers be- 
ing on the Talnna hill there were only 
000, who on account of a heavy fog en- 
veiopiug the hill could not take part in 
the fight. Besides these, there were a 
few troops spread out on the flats who 
also did not take part in the ac'tiou. Tlie 
actual number ensasecS was about 
1.250. The four Maxims- with the com- 
mando could not be employed. It was 
cabled to England that 17 gruns had 
been captured, whereas not Ji single 
one had been touched by the enemy. 
On the contrary, the Boers took one of 
the enemy's Maxims. 
From all ac- 


counts the enemy must have had close 
upon 0,000 men at .Dundee and 24 guns, 
besides a large uumlier of Maxims.

who were killed outright or died short-

33. Ninety others were wounded. Be- 
sides 240 officers and men taken pris- 
oners, the British had such a severe 
loss in dead and wounded that the 
whole force stampeded out of Dundee, 
leaving the Boers to bury their dead, 
including their pr.llant General Penn 
SymoEK, and to attend to their dying 
and wounded soldiers left behind. The 
Boers were left«iu a position of stra- 
tegicnl importance and masters of the 
only paying coalfields in Natal. 


The battle of Elandsiaagte Is one of 


those incidents which are bound to hap- 
pen— 1. e., a small body of men, acting 
independently of the main army and 
beyond the fighting lino, engaged a far 
superior force. There is no doubt that 
General Kock, with his small force of 
850 men, composed mostly of young 
Hollanders. Germans and Johannes- 
bure men, showed an utter contempt 
for tut enciny when they encaged 
some C.OOO troops so close to the Lady- 
smith garrison. We suffered a srrcat 
loss. 
Besides 40 killed, our less in 


wounded and prisoners was close oa 
300. 


It must be borne In mind that the 


Germans, Hollanders and other auxil- 
iary force* that constituted this aniaH 
force did act belong to the tried fight- 
ing material of the Boer rank* and 
that led away by impetuosity. Indif- 
ferently equipped -rrith cannon. In a 
country strange to them, without the 
prospects of re-enforeementi and on 
an expedition essentially experimental, 
they were bound to suffer defeat. But 
there was r>o surrender; there was no 
dismay. It was a grand day's work, 
as later results hare proved, and what 
at first sight appeared to be a bad re- 
verse was converted into a practical 
victory— I, e.,. though the Boer positions 
•were not held, the damns* inflicted on 
tie opposing forces far exceeded the 
Boer casualties, and in thai respect 
the balance of tha day's events goes to 
the Boer account. 


The moral effect of the plucky stand 


of these few brave men was fully prov- 
ed a few days later when in the olose 
vicinity of Elandsiaagte .nearly the 
whole garrison .of Ladysmlth, fully 
equipped with artillery, turned out to 
encage a handful of Free State farm- 
ers (1,000) , s?!th one small gua. The 
attack, although protracted, was -feeble. 
and half hearted. The British suffered 
severely from the well directed rifle 
fire of the Boers, their small cannon 
being disabled at the very start. The 
British had eventually to retire on 
Ladysmith with an ambulance which 
had to return over and over agaLn to 
convey their dead and wounded. 


The battle of Moddorspralt. fought 


on Oct. 31, was again cabled to Eng- 
land as one of the aeries, of "brilliant 
victories.". The resulis of this battle 
are stupendous. Many of the enemy — 
the figures run Into hundreds — have 
met the soldier's death, many hundreds 
more have been made prisoners of war, 
and the whole position of the Britlsn 
has been permanently and materially 
wrafcened. The day's operation estab- 
lishes a record for the federal arms.

The Billow murder trial has been 


occupying the attention of the courts 
and the public at Tremont, for several 
days and tii« c*se has proven to be 
even more sensational than the facts 
at first warranted. One of the most 
.mportant witnesses so far examined 
was. liev. W. G. Waters, a Methodist 
minister, who has become., a resident 
of Lima since young Billow murdered 
,he father of the girl he wished to 
marry. 


Kev. Waters is the presiding elder 


of the Lima district, but at the time 


the tragedy, which occurred in 1896. 


he was pastor of the Methodist church 
at Fremont. , It was to him that Bil- 
ow and Miss Hess came to be married 
and had the ceremony been performed 
hea and there, the murder which fol- 
owed a few months later would not 
iave occurred. Miss Hess broke down 
.owever, and acknowledged that her 
areats objected to the marriage and 
urthermore, that Billow was forcing 
er to marry him against her will.
